Plano began its growth during the 
1960’s and is now the fastest growing 
city in the Dallas Metropolitan Area.

Flights 
To London 
Requested 


GRAPEVINE, Tex. (UPI) — The 
board chairman of Braniff Inter­ 
national 
plans to 
ask the Civil 
Aeronautics Board in Washington to 
approve daily flights via 747 jetliners 
from Dallas-Fort W'orth to London. 
Harding L. Lawrence, who was 
scheduled to appear before the CAB 
today, said approval of Braniff’s 
proposal would enhance the chances 
of Dallas-Fort Worth becoming an 
international gateway. 
“ The single-carrier connecting 
service to Europe which only Braniff 
can offer to these cities in the South­ 
west makes a route award to Braniff 
inperative in the public interest,” 
Lawrence said before departing for 
Washington Tuesday. 


From 1960 to 1970, Plano grew from 
less than 3,700 people to almost 18,000, 
a 384-percent gain in ten years—or an 
annual rate of 17.1 percent. 
This tremendous growth spurt put 
Plano ahead of any comparable city in 
either Collin or Dallas Counties. The 
next closest city was more than IOO 
percentage points behind Plano— 
Duncanville, which grew 274 percent 
during the same period. 
Richardson, Plano’s neighbor to the 
south, experienced 189 percent growth 
during the ten-year span. 
Currently growing at a rate of 16.9 
percent per year, Plano’s 1977 
population estimate is 53,150 persons 
and is projected to reach 79,000 by 
1980. 
The current 53,150 population is a 
197 percent increase over 1970 and 
represents an annual growth rate of 


only 15 minutes after takeoff from 
Tyndall Air Force Base Monday af­ 
ternoon.

Coincident 
with this population 
growth, the number of households in 
Plano increased from 5,210 in 1970 to 
an estimated 15,500 in 1970 to an 
estimated 15,500 in 1977 and is ex­ 
pected to total 23,000 by 1980. 
Such an increase represents new 
housing demand of 7,500 units over 
this three-year period—an average of 
over 2,500 units per year. 
These projections incorporate the 
1970 census figure of 3.43 persons per 
household in Plano. This relatively 
large household size (as compared to 
3.11 for Dallas County) 
is used 
primarily because a large portion of 
Plano’s 
new 
im m igrants 
are 
households with children rather than 
young marrieds without children and­ 
or singles. 
This predominance of families is 
reflected in the increase of persons 
per household in Plano from 3.35 in 
1960 to 3.43 in 1970, when almost all 
other areas of the Dallas Metropolitan 
Area were declining by three to five 
percent. 
The large numbers of families 
(rather than childless couples and 
singles) moving to Plano are reflected 
in the city’s changing age distribution 
during the 1960’s. 
The two cohort groups experiencing 
the greatest increases were the under 
IO and the 25-34 year olds—precisely 
the categories which these in- 
migrating parents and their children 
fall into.

Hurricane Anita, the first major 
storm of the season, gained strength 
today and slowly aimed its gale force 
winds at the crowded resort beaches 
of the Texas coast. 
More than 30,000 offshore oil 
workers and coastal residents in 
Louisiana and the upper Texas coast 
had fled inland Tuesday as Anita 
changed from a blustery tropical 
storm to a hurricane packing 95 mile 
per hour winds. 
The season’s first hurricane drifted 
aimlessly for more than 12 hours, 
gaining strength in the warm waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico 200 miles from 
New Orleans. 
But early today the storm started 
moving slowly in a westerly direction, 
a course which could take it to the 
South Texas resort beaches by the 
Labor Day weekend. 
At 6 a m. (EDT), Anita was cen­ 
tered at latitude 26.2 north and 
longitude 91.5 west, or about 375 miles 
east-southeast of Corpus Christi, Tex. 
The storm was drifting slowly 
westward with highest sustained 
winds of 95 miles per hour. 
Gale force winds extended 150 miles 
to the east and tides were running two 
to four feet above normal along the 
Texas and western Louisiana coasts. 
A hurricane watch was in effect from 
Vermilion Bay on the central 
Louisiana 
coast 
westward 
to 
Brownsville, Tex. 
Forecasters predicted the storm 
would continue to intensify and 
remain on a westerly track for the 
next 24 hours. 
The Coast Guard placed all six of its 
Texas stations on standby alert and 
warned residents living in areas 
below sea level to prepare to leave on 
short notice. 
Oil companies shut down offshore 
drilling operations and shuttled more 
than 7,000 workers to shore 
in 
helicopters and crew boats when 
Anita surged to hurricane force 
Tuesday night. 
Another 2,200 residents of Grand 
Isle, La., were asked to leave their 


homes, even though they were east of 
the hurricane danger zone Backlash 
winds from the storm forced tides 
more than two feet above normal and 
threatened the only road into the 
narrow five-mile beach community. 
Tile biggest evacuation, however, 
took place in Cameron Parish, a 
coastal area of southwest Louisiana 
which was devasted by Hurricane 
Audrey on June 27, 1957. 
“We’re evacuating about 20,000,” 
said 
Cameron 
Sheriff 
Claude 
Eagleson. “We only got but two roads 
out of here, one on the west and one on 
the east.” 
Eagleson lived less than 30 miles 
from Cameron in 1957 when Audrey 
killed 521 persons and swept away 
every building but the concrete 
courthouse. 
"The old residents don’t like to talk 
about it too much any more, but they 
often think about it,” Eagleson said.

V-8s Following Dinosaurs, 
Ford May Limit Availability

Americans who grew up thinking the 
powerful and fuelhungry V-8 engine 
under their car’s hood was the only 
way to travel are in for a big surprise. 
Uke the dinosaur, V-8s are on their 
way to becoming extinct. 
In a prelude to the next decade’s 
disappearing act, the Ford Motor Co. 
warns it may have to limit availability 
of its larger engines and close 
assembly plants if Americans do not 
start buying small cars with fuel- 
efficient engines. 
“If we have to, we will shut some of 
our plants rather than break the law,” 
Ford Executive Vice President 
William O. Bourke told a national 
news preview Tuesday. “What we 
have to do is create a demand for 
small cars.” 
Bourke said Ford figures it can 


meet the government’s 18 miles per 
gallon fleet average “by a slight 
margin.” But if Americans continue 
to opt for larger engines in larger 
cars, he indicated, neither Ford nor 
any of its American competitors will 
meet the mark. 
General Motors, which already has 
set 1978-model prices, has raised the 
prices of its optional V-8 engines well 
above the general 5.7 per cent price 
increase to discourage their in­ 
stallation. 
A 305-cubic-inch V-8, which last 
year was a $120 option now costs an 
extra $185. The much larger 350-cubic- 
inch V-8 is tagged at $300, an $80 in­ 
crease over the 1977 version. 
Bourke said Ford probably will 
make V-8 engines a highcost premium 
as well as offering incentives to lure 
customers to small cars so it can meet 
the fuel economy goal. 
Th** Ford Fairmont and Mercury 


Zephyr 
compacts, 
whose 
fuel 
economy average with a four-cylinder 
engine and automatic transmission 
comes in at 26 miles per gallon, are 
key ingredients for 1978. 
The firm has tentatively priced the 
new two-door Fairmont with the base 
2.3-liter, four-cylinder engine and 
manual transmission at $3,645 and the 
dressed-up Zephyr at $3,763. That 
should keep them $300 to $400 below 
Genral Motors’ new, smaller inter­ 
mediates with which they will be 
compared. 
While the four-cylinder engine is 
standard, even Ford expects most 
customers will opt for the larger, six- 
cylinder power plant. 
If too many want an even larger V-8, 
Ford may have to restrict output or 
cut back on production of its larger 
Ford LTD, Lincoln Continental and 
Mark V models to keep from slipping 
below the 18 m.p.g. level.

dens, jeopardize reliability

thriving economy of Texas.” 
Skelton 
noted 
that 
President C arter’s original 
energy proposal was only 250 
pages. The bill recently 
passed by the House was 
over 500 pages. One part of 
the legislation that was not 
included 
in

proposals, would authorize 
the Dept, 
of 
Energy 
to 
supervise and review the 


rate-making activities of the 
state regulatory agencies, if 
these agencies fail to adopt 
m inim um

taxes from 1983 to 1990.” 
"W e’re building lignite 
plants and nuclear facilities 
as quickly as possible, but

noted "We might speed up 
the process to meet the 
deadline, but there are other 
companies who are not as 
far along in the conversion 
as we, and would find it 
impossible to meet the 1990 
requirem ent.”

of the legislation a serious 
threat to the reliability of the 
T ex as

nation, to order the wheeling 
of power from one part of the 
country to another, and to 
order power pooling.

Perhaps 
you want to become one of 
the more than 650,000 non­ 
commercial pilots in

Aviation 
Administration (FAA) has a 
new pamphlet that tells you 
how you can 
go 
about 
learning to fly. You can send 
for a free copy of “ A Flying 
Start” by dropping a post­

to

Information Center, Dept. 
681E, Pueblo, Colo. 81009. 
You can 
get 
aviation 
training in various ways. 
You could go out to your 
local 
airp o rt 
and 
take 
lessons from a FAA certified 
instructor. If you do it this 
way, you’ll have to make 
your own arrangem ents to 


go to ground school. 
Probably the easiest way 
to learn flying is by enrolling 
in a flight training school. 
There are about 2,500 FAA 
approved flight schools that 
offer stru ctu red training 
courses.

Dear Dr. Greenstone, Do you have any suggestions for 
school administrators? 
Dear Reader, The following excerpts are from an article 
published in the Journal of the American Federation of 
Teachers, entitled, “ Thirteen Rules for Administrators W ho 
W ish to Subvert Teaching." Its author is W illiam H. Boyer 
who tries in a somewhat amusing and ironical way to point 
up some of what causes problems between teachers and 
administrators 
I would like to share part of it with you in an attempt to 
respond to your question In no way am I implying that the 
administrators in our ocal school district are represented in 
the following These rules will not be of value to all ad­ 
ministrators, only to those who aspire to subvert effective 
teaching but are not successful because they lack un­ 
derstanding of the necessary procedures... 


I Let the teacher know, as soon as possible, that the ad­ 
ministrator is the policy maker, lf the teacher questions this 
principle, use the Aristotelian argument. Explain that the 
“ essence” of administration is to make policy, not simply to 
administer policy; that the “ nature” of administration is 
policy making Show that this conclusion followed from an 
analysis of the concept of administration. If the teacher’s 
rational faculty is so weak that this basic truth is not ap­ 
parent, the “ law of exercise” can be used, and the statement 
“ The Administration Decides Policy” can be repeated until 
the image is sufficiently stamped in. 
2. Let the teacher know that he is a member of a team, and 
that if he “ plays ball” he’ll get along well. 
If a teacher fails to conform, always defend your actions 
against him on the principle that it is necessary for the good 
of the profession. If he is audacious enough to question this 
principle, be prepared with the ultimate argument, let him 
know that he or any other individual teacher is dispensable, 
it is only the profession which is indispensable. Teachers 
come and go, but the profession lives forever. 
4. Explain that the purpose of the school is to serve the 
community. Indicate the way in which you want the teacher 
to serve the community, and make it clear that to offend the 
beliefs of prominent members of the community in no ways 
serves this objective. 
5. Let the teacher know that his first obligation, even in his 
private life, is to the school. If a teacher claims he has 
contracted his professional services but has not sold his life, 
tell him you are not interested in “ semantic” arguments. 
6 Remind all teachers that educational institutions are 
like industry and must be run by those in control. A teacher, 
therefore cannot be independent, he can only be for or 
against the administration. 
7. Do not tolerate teacher requests to participate in 
curriculum development. If there is any question of 
authority, use the Aristotelian argument again, and explain 
that only the administrator has the “ broad view” of things or 
else he would not be an administrator. 
8. When there is conflict between educational objectives 
and administrative expediency, the latter must supercede. 
The principle results in greater organizational efficiency, 
and its special justification lies in the fact that ad­ 
ministrators understand public relations and finance, and 
these are both the means and the ends of institutions. 
9. Faculty meetings should be held periodically to provide 
opportunity for a democratic discussion of the problems of 
the school Remember those who disagree with the ad­ 
ministration, for it is necessary that faculty who are disloyal 
be identified and weeded out. 


Do not let teachers become influential in problems of 
hiring, firing, or promotion. This rule can be justified on the 
basis of the self-evident principle that an organization 
cannot be well run if authority is divided. Or one might refer 
to the adage that “ too many cooks spoil the broth ” 
If the question of academic freedom arises, assure the 
teacher that there is ample academic freedom, lf the details 
of such freedom are requested, indicate your sincerity 
through a friendly smile, and assure him that no one who has 
done what he is paid to do has ever had his freedom 
restricted 


Reward the loyalty of senior teachers through free periods 
and give them selected diligent and compliant students. The 
beginning teacher is best disciplined to the realities of the 
profession through a full schedule of large classes loaded 
with discipline problems in a subject field outside his area of 
preparation. 


Help teachers enjoy’ democratic rights by dividing issues 
into those that are important and those that are trivial. Give 
the latter type to the teachers, and explain that it is not the 
problem by the process which is important. It is especially 
stimulating to offer this kind of cermonial catharsis with the 
onset of spring.

Mother Determines Child’s 
Attitude Toward Illness 
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How did your mother react 
to your complaints of a 
scratchy throat when you 
were a child? lf it was early 
in the morning, did she kick 
you out of bed and send you 
on your way to school with 
something unmotherly like, 
“It will get better as the day 
goes on,” or did she make a 
fuss and immediately call 
the doctor? 
According to an article on 
research 
sponsored 
by 
UCLA’s 
Department 
of 
Medicine in the August issue 
of the “ Bulletin of the 
American 
College 
of 
Physicians,” children tend 
to follow their m others’ 
pattern of seeking medical 
care. The researchers also 
discovered that if the mother 
thought 
her 
child 
was 
healthy (or unhealthy) the 
child usually thought the 
same way. The implication 
is that children who are often 
taken to the doctor for minor 
ailments tend to grow up 
high users of medical care or 
so called “hypochondriacs.” 
Dr. Charles E. Lewis and 
his wife, Mary Ann Lewis, a 
nurse practitioner, do not 
like the term hypochondriac. 
The Lewises 
headed 
the 
study at UCLA’s University 
Elementary 
school 
which 
included an attempt to in­ 
volve the children in the 
health care process. This 


was done by allowing each 
child to initiate visits to the 
school nurse practitioner 
and, subsequently, to help 
decide about the treatment 
and 
disposition 
of 
the 
problem. 


“What we attempted to do 
was 
encourage 
self- 
reliance,” explained Dr. 
Lewis, 
a 
professor 
of 
medicine at UCLA. “It was 
the child’s problem, their cut 
or sore throat. The nurse 
would explain the alter­ 
natives—wash out the in­ 
jury, drink water, go home, 
call mother, go back to 
class—and it was up to the 
child to decide the course of 
action. Then we would at­ 
tempt to simulate or model. 
‘If this happens again, what 
do you do?’ The child would 
answer: ‘Clean the area to 
prevent infection, put some 
stuff on it, and don’t play so 
hard on the playground for a 
while.’” 


It is very difficult to deal 
with health habits after they 
have been established for 20 
years noted Dr. Lewis. 
Persuading adults to change 
their ways is an almost 
hopeless task, but the school 
physician may well have 
better luck with the young. 
To Dr. Lewis, this means 
that children must be en­ 
couraged not to use illness as 


a “cop-out” or as a means to 
manipulate others; children 
must have help in learning to 
deal with stress b y other 
means. 
The study involved more 
than 300 pupils who were 
observed for two years. 
During this period they could 
go to see the school nurse 
practitioner by filling out a 
“cure card” without having 
to obtain 
the teacher’s 
permission. Any treatment 
was within the confines of 
California law; 
no drugs 
were 
adm inistered 
nor 
p rocedures 
perform ed 
without perm ission of a 
parent. 
Not surprisingly, the same 
variables that influence 
“graduates” of child health 
services - adults - surfaced 
among the children. Pupils

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Liddy Can Go After Paying Fine 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
W atergate 
b u rg lar 
G. 
Gordon Liddy “has served 
long enough,” and will go 
free Sept. 7 if he pays a 
$40,000 fine — perhaps in 
installments — or takes a 
pauper’s oath. 
R egional 
parole 
com ­ 
missioner Joseph A. Nar- 
doza in Philadelphia said 
Monday Liddy kept a club 
and pipe in his cell for 
protection, but prison of­ 
ficials did not consider that 


Senator Lloyd Bentsen 
proposed Wednesday 
that 
the Ju stice 
D epartm ent 
establish a 
drug strik e 
force, sim ilar to the strike 
forces 
used 
against 
organized crime, to combat 
drug smuggling across the 
Mexican border. 
Bentsen asked Attorney 
G eneral G riffin Bell to 
consider this approach. 
“ As you know, drug abuse 
ranks fourth as a cause of 
death among American men 
ages 18-24, and is a major 
contributing cause of violent 
street crime, as well as a 
source of great profit for 
organized 
c rim e ,” 
the 
Senator said in a letter to the 
Attorney General. 
“ A high proportion of 
dangerous drugs used in this 
country enter across the 
Mexican border. It has been 


or Liddy's participation in a 
prison hunger strike serious 
enough 
to 
recom m end 
delaying his parole. 
“ I think he has served long 
enough.” Nardoza said in a 
telephone interview . “ He 
has paid his debt to society. I 
honestly think he is going to 
be a good citizen when he 
gets out.”

Grid Official Begins 22nd Season 


Hay Allen “ Boney" Mitchell will begin his 
22nd season as a football official when the 
first game is played in the new Plano 
football-soccer stadium on Thursday, Sept. 
I. 
Mitchell of 1707 N Place, will be an official 
of the Plano Junior Varsity Vs. Denison 
Gold football clash at 5:30 p.m. That is the 
first action scheduled for the new $2.75 
million structure located at Alma Road and 
Spring Creek Parkway in Northwest Plano. 
Mitchell has spent most of his life in Plano 
sports, either as a player, referee or as a 
helper 
His brother, Vernon, was playing football 
for Plano in 1928 and as a small boy, Boney 
would carry football equipment and water 
for the team This was when Plano was a 
small town with only one school building and 
Rice Field was the only gridiron in the city. 
In 1928, all games were played by daylight 
because Rice Kield was not lighted. In 1934, 
when Rice Field received lighting, Boney 
Mitchell was a part of the installation. 
Boney and his father, Walter A. and his 
brother, Walter B., went in a wagon drawn 


by mules to Dallas on old Highway 75 to 
Fitzhugh, then to Fair Park to bring back 
eight light poles 50-feet long. 
The wagon had to be extended for the load 
and the trip took overnight by old Preston 
Road, then a farm road, to FM 544 east to 
Plano and Rice Field. The poles and lights 
were installed and Rice Field became one of 
the only lighted fields in the area, including 
Dallas. 
Boney and his father were also respon­ 
sible for Rice Field’s bermuda turf. At the 
same time as the light work was being done, 
Boney and his father planted bermuda sod 
secured from the Gulledge home north of 
Plano. The games became more colorful, 
less muddy, and more interesting during the 
bleak depression days. 
Plano football teams from 1933 through 
1936 reached the regional playoffs with 
Boney and brother Walter B. as team 
members. Boney played center and was 
captain of the squad during the 1935-1936 
seasons. Walter B. played guard. 
Following his football days in Plano, 
Boney advanced to Trinity University at 


Waxahachie and played football in 1937 and 
1938 He served in the Navy during World 
War II on board ship in the South Pacific. 
Following his active years in the service, he 
remained in the Navy Reserves until 1968. 


Boney began his football officiating at the 
junior high level in 1955, advancing to high 
school and semi-pro games - all in the Plano 
area. He has also worked baseball and 
basketball games for the YMCA, soccer for 
Plano Sports Authority and has coached 
Pony League Baseball. 


He currently works at Texas Instruments 
and resides in Plano with wife Maxine and 


two sons, Hayden and Mason, ana are 
members of the First Christian Church 
One son. Kelly, played football from 1957 
to 1960. He was killed in an automobile 
accident while stationed in the Navy. 
Hayden plays in the Plano band and Mason 
plays football for Plano. 
Except for a three year period, some 
member of Boney’s family has been in the 
Plano schools since 1928. 
Knowledge of football and devotion to all 
sports has been a trademark of Boney 
Mitchell’s for all his life. Another chapter of 
his active sports life unfolds Thursday with 
his 22nd season of football officiating.

Can Compensate

More than paper and pencil, 
an artist’s tools are his eyes 
and his m ind’s ability to 
reconstruct what he sees sc 
others can see and feel. 
In th at, M artin Leigh 
Hoganson is like his con­ 
tem poraries. But while they 
guide the pencil with their 
hands, he holds it between 
his teeth 
Hoganson, 26, whose arm s 
have been virtually useless 
since birth, says it is an 
unimportant difference. 
“ Everybody learns to use 


tools in certain ways. I think 
if someone had always held a 
pencil with his ear, he 
probably would be pretty 
good with it by now.” 
But Hoganson had been 
drawing seriously only seven 
months when he caught the 
eye 
of 
Cal 
Brom und, 
prominent western painter 
and art critic. Bromund told 
H oganson’s 
m other 
he 
wanted to sponsor her son in 
a show on the basis of about 
five pieces. Only then did he 
meet Hoganson and discover 
how the Sacra mentobased 
artist draws. 


P e r s o n s 
a t t e n d i n g 
H oganson’s 
first 
show 
backed their compliments 
with their checkbooks by 
paying up to $700 each for his 
originals Such prices please 
him nearly as much as the 
acceptance of his work, but 
he denies they are exorbitant 
because the purchasers are 
“ receiving a part of the 
person who painted it.” 
Hoganson says he needed 
Bromund's support and the 
praise of other a rtists, 
critics and collectors to 
continue drawing. 
“ If I’m going to be an 
a rtist, 
I 
w ant 
to 
be 
recognized on the basis of 
my art, not on how I do my 
art. My only fear is of being 
praised for how I did it 
rather than the quality of the 


work.” he said. 
Bromund said quality is 
the reason he is backing 
H oganson’s 
c a re e r. 
He 
praised the artist's ability to 
“ arouse in the viewer’s eye 
and 
mind 
the 
desire 
to 
possess, enjoy and cherish.” 
Hoganson says he tries, 
through his drawings, 
to 
show people things they may 
have missed. 
“ I try to get them to take 
notice of people and of this 
world. I like to do faces that 
have character, as well as 
doing landscapes. There’s so 
much beauty all around us in 
nature, but people don’t look 
at it. 
“ When 
I’m 
drawing

person, I don’t try to make a 
carbon copy of him. I try to 
pull out the character, the

cording to Jim O’Donnell,

Airlines. 
Under the slogan “ Now 
everybody 
can 
fly 
for 
peanuts,” TIA introduced its 
“ Peanuts F are,” which can 
save travelers 
up to 
60 
percent on the regular coach 
fares on 109 flights to 17 
cities in six states west of the 
Mississippi 
“ The 
sole 
difference 
between the fares is that the 
passenger 
flying 
for 
‘Peanuts’ does not get any 
meal — only complimentary 
peanuts (what else?) and 
soft drinks,” he said. 
TIA, with headquarters in 
Houston, services T exas, 
Colorado, Utah, Louisiana, 
New Mexico and California 
with DC9 jet and Convair 
turboprop airliners. 
The Air Transport Assn. of 
America designates nine of 
its 24 m em ber airlines as 
local service airlines: Air 
New 
England, 
Allegheny, 
Frontier, Hughes Airwest, 
North 
C entral, 
O zark, 
Piedm ont, Southern and 
TIA. Most offer various 
moneysaving 
promotional 
fares to travelers in their 
regions. 
The Peanuts Fares have 
been in effect since Feb. I. 
Typical round-trip fares 
com pared 
with 
reg u lar 
coach 
fares 
include 


Albuquerque-Los 
Angeles 
$78 against $156, a saving of 
$76; 
Austin-Rio 
G rande 
Valley $30 against $116, a 
saving of $86; Denver-Salt 
Lake City $56 against $110, a 
saving of $54;

Did the fact that a suc­ 
cessful peanut farm er was in 
the White House influence 
the decision to call the new 
rates “ Peanuts F ares?”

before President Carter was 
elected and filed our ap­ 
plication before he took 
office. It was m ere coin­ 
cidence but certainly did us 
no harm .” 
O’Donnell 
said 
TIA’s 
application to the CAB for 
approval of the cu t-rate 
fares — “some of which are 
lower 
than 
corresponding 
bus fares” — w^s filed last 
December. It promptly ran 
into considerable opposition, 
p articu larly from seven 
competitive airlines which 
filed briefs calling on the 
CAB 
to 
reje c t 
the 
ap­ 
plication. 
“ On its side, however, TIA 
had the Justice Department 
which filed a brief urging the 
CAB to adopt the proposal in 
the belief that it would bring 
air transportation to great 
m asses 
of 
people 
who 
previously could not afford 
it,” said O’Donnell. 
Permission to introduce 
the 
bargain 
fares 
was 
granted by the CAB on Jan. 
31 and TIA lost no time in 
putting them in effect the 
following day.

was an 
im m ediate 
success,

O’Donnell, because “there 
are

strin g s 
on 
our 
peanuts.” 
“The Peanuts passenger 
gets the sam e treatm ent as a 
fullfare paying passenger in 
term s of confirmed reser­ 
vations,

t i c ke ti ng 
r e s e r v a t i o n s 


requirem ents — everything 
but the m eal,” he said. 
O’Donnell said more than 
250,000 passengers have 
taken advantage of the 
Peanuts Fares since Feb. I. 
As a result of the response, 
he said TIA is filing for 
P eanuts 
F a re s on 
non­ 


competitive routes. 
“ Our bottom line for the 
first half of 1977 shows a 
profit of $1.7 million against 
$125,000 for the sam e six- 
month period in 1976 when 
we showed a record net 
profit for the year of $3.2 
million,” he said.

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Japan Cowboy Imports from U.S.

A 
Japanese cowboy complete 
with embroidered boots and 
string tie believes there is an 
easy solution to Japan’s high 
beef prices — import more 
U.S. cattle. 
Fred Nakajima, who owns 
two small cattle ranches in 
northern Japan, rebuts the 
A g r i c u l t u r e - F o r e s t r y 
Ministry-’s claim that the 
country is too small for 
large-scale cattle raising. 
He says the government is 
deliberately 
trying 
to 
restrict 
cattle 
im ports 
through 
a 
complicated 
quarantine system which is 
unnecessary in view of 
superior U.S. quarantine 
standards. 
Am erican 
cattle 
are 
cheaper to raise, Nakajima 
says, because it takes only 
one year to get them ready 
for slaughter while Japanese 
cows require three to five 
years. 
“ It would be so simple to 
reduce the current high 
retail price of beef by im­ 
porting American cattle,” 
N akajim a said. “ T here’s 
land all over. The problem is 
that the empty land is 
reclaimed for such things as 
golf courses. Instead it 
should be used for cattle 
raising.” 
The issue of exorbitant 
beef prices in Japan came to 
light recently with the 
publication of a book by a 
Japanese reporter entitled 
“Why Is Beef So Expen­ 
sive?” 
In the book, Tetsuji Yokota 
outlined the process by 
which the government jacks 
up the price of imported beef 
to the extent that meat which 
costs 45 cents a pound to 
import into Japan is sold to 
the consumer at a minimum 
of $5 a pound, with the most 
expensive cuts selling for as 
much as $25. 
Japan imports about 30 
per cent of its total beef 
needs. The country produced 
309,000 tons of beef in fiscal 
1976 and imported 134,000 
tons. Australian accounted 
for 83 per cent of the imports 
with the United States and 
New Zealand supplying the 
remainder. 
However, imports of cattle 
into the country amount only 
to about 3,000 head a year. 
This is largely due to the 
Japanese quarantine system 
according to Nakajima, who 
was born in Japan but grew 
up on ranches in the western 
United States. He returned 
to this country IO years ago 
because he wanted to in­ 
troduce American cattle- 
raising 
techniques 
to 
Japanese 
farm ers 
and 
ranchers. 
“Cattle shipped to Japan 
must remain in quarantine 
for two weeks to undergo all 
sorts of tests. This is com­ 
pletely unnecessary since 
extensive tests have already 
been conducted in the United

cattle in Japan in 1976 but 
more than half owned only 
one or two head.

Nakajima’s belief that there 
is plenty of land on which to 
raise more cattle is well 
founded 


The 
semi-governmental 
l,and Reclamation Corp has 
already launched a long- 
range project to reclaim two 
million hectares of woodland 
for grazing land, augmen­ 
ting the country's current 
680,000 hectares of pasture 
land. 
But the plan calls for 
filling these pastures with 


Japanese 
rather 
than 
American cattle, something 
Nakajima feels is designed 
to make the cattleraising 
process more expensive. 
The raising of native Japa­ 
nese Wagyu beef cattle is

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Largest Fair ‘An Entity for Good’

D A LLA S (U P I) - Fifty- 
five feet tall with a hoarse, 
western drawl, Big Tex, the 
nation's largest cowboy, 
towers above 
the 
largest 
annual state fair, bidding a 
red and blue welcome to 
three million visitors 
Few persons recall the 
fair’s best known symbol 
started as a rural Santa 
Claus Fewer still remember 
the State Fair of Texas as an 
1886 harvest celebration 
which resulted in a $100,000 
loss to its sponsors. 
This year’s fair will handle 
$5 million during a 17-day 
run. Guests who expect to 
see all the exhibits and whirl 
through Midway rides must 
make more than one trip to 
the 250-acre grounds. 
As its executive vice presi­ 
dent and general manager, 
Wayne 
Gallagher 
worries 
about the fair during the 17 
days it makes money and the 
1112 months it does not. He is 
its top promoter, critic and 
historian. 
Since 1904 the city has 
owned the fairgrounds with 
the State Fair of Texas, Inc., 
a nonprofit 
corporation, 
operating the annual 
ex­ 
position 
“ We operate 
under 
a 
contract 
with 
the 
city 
through its 
park 
board,” 
G allagher 
said 
during 
preparations for the Oct. 7 
opening. 
“ The 
contract 
specifies that the state fair 
maintain and improve all the 
exhibition buildings and 
facilities, provide insurance 
and permit the grounds to be 
operated 
as 
a 
park 
throughout the year. 
“ Our charter and the con­ 
tract 
with 
the city 
both 
specify that all revenue that 
we make in excess of current 
expenses must be reinvested 
in the grounds. 
“ It’s a good deal for both 
the city and for us. We are 
not permitted to pay any 
dividends 
to any 
of 
our 
stockholders. Also, those 
items that we build — and we 
have built many, the state 
fair put 
Astroturf in the 
Cotton 
Bowl, 
ice 
in 
the 
coliseum 
arena 
— 
when 
those things are completed 
and paid for, they become 
the property of the city. We 
are not permitted to hold 
title to any of the permanent 
im provements. 
So 
this 
maintaining, 
insuring and 
operating the exhibition 
facilites and improving the 
grounds is the way we pay 
our rent.” 
The fair controls the prices 
charged by ride operators, 
food vendors and everything 
else. 
“ We try to maintain a 
price level and project a 
budget 
that 
will 
produce 
$250,000 annual profit except 
it s not profit, it’s income 
above expenses,” Gallagher 
said “ At the same time we 
project an equal amount of 
capital im provem ents so 
that if we budgeted $250,000 
from operations and we 
made it we would budget 
$250,000 on 
capital 
im ­ 
provements. 
“ In some years we’ve hit 
$300,000 
and 
some 
years 
we've lost We schedule our 
c a p ita l 
im p ro vem e n ts 
following the fair so we know 
how much money we've got 
to put into the facilities.” 
But 
with $5 
million 
in 
October revenues versus 
$4 75 million in year-round 
operating expenses, i n c I u d 
i n g general improvements, 
the fair is unable to take on 
big improvement projects by 
itself. Major renovations and 
additions must be funded by- 
city bond elections. 
Such an election in 1968 
called for land acquisition on 
two sides of the fairgrounds 
where poor, mostly black 
citizens lived rn slum condi­ 
tions The bond issue passed 
but nine years later the land 
remains 
undeveloped 
and 
the problems unsolved 
“ Most homeowners ac­ 
cepted the price offered by 
the city and the land was 
acquired,” Gallagher said 
“ But several then objected 
and 
went 
to 
court 
questioning the city’s right 
of imminent domain It went 
to the Supreme Court and the 
right was upheld. But we still 
have five houses there. I 
don't think the city wants to 
kick those people out. yet the 
property should be added to 
the park so the work can go 
on. 
“ That’s one of our major 
problems, 
getting 
a 
resolution to that so we can 
develop the property. Five 
houses are keeping us from 
redeveloping an area that 
fronts a great many other 
homes. It’s lying fallow, not 


being developed ” 
Development of the land 
will 
serve 
two 
purposes, 
providing 
more 
parking 
space which can be secured 
and supervised, and creating 
a buffer zone between the 
fairgrounds and 
the 
sur­ 
rounding ghetto 
Meantime the fairgrounds 
is 
undergoing 
its 
most 


ambitious upgrading since 
1935 when the fair was closed 
to prepare for the state’s 
1936 Centennial celebration 
and the six-month long Pan 
Am erican Exposition the 
following year 
“ In the 60s, there was 
ra cial strife across the 
country,” 
Gallagher 
said. 
“ It impacted on us. We had 


permitted these grounds to 
get 
dirty. 
That 
doesn't 
create 
a 
pleasant 
family 
atmosphere As we cleaned 
the grounds during the last 
four years, the actions and 
activities of our visitors have 
improved 
“ In a clean environment 
it s a happier audience. Food 
sales go up. People act nicer 


because they're in a festival 
environment. It’s clean We 
have a lot to do with the 
attitudes 
of 
our 
people

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. 
(UPI) 
— 
A 
Purdue 
University 
astrophysicist 
says intelligent life probably 
exists in cuter space, but 
"it’s very improbable we’ll 
ever know it for certain.” 
Thomas Moffett believes 
there "must be intelligent 
life” among the IO billion 
galaxies. 
"Obviously, none can say 
for certain that there is or 
isn’t intelligent life outside 
the earth. All you can do is 
discuss the possibilities. 
"One would expect about 
100. 000 
t e c h n i c a l l y 
developed civilizations, at 
least on a par with our own, 
to have developed in each 
galaxy since the beginning of 
the universe. 
"But while I’m convinced 
there is intellect in other 
parts of the universe, it’s 
very improbable we’ll ever 
know it for certain, much 
less communicate with it. 
The very immensity of the 
universe lengthens the odds 
against our detecting other 
intelligent life in it." 
Moffett said a space ship 
traveling "at the unlikely 
speed of 500,000 miles an 
hour” would take nearly 
6.000 years to reach the 
nearest star, which is 4.3 
light years away. 
He said 
the 
most 
op­ 
timistic odds are 1,000-1 for 
communicating 
with 
in­ 
telligent life in outer space. 
“What if our radio signals 
did reach an outer-space 
civilization 
that 
had 
developed a more advanced 
means of communication to 
whom radio was an antique? 
How often do we walk 
around looking for smoke 
signals or other such out­ 
moded 
means 
of 
com ­ 
munication?’’ 
But the real problem, he 
said, is the vastness of the 
universe. 
“That’s what the science- 
fiction writers seem 
to 
slough off — the statistical 
probabilities 
of 
com ­ 
municating over these large 
distances.”

“ When

popular, I suggested that 
there be some kind of ground 
floor control on these plat­ 
forms so that people could 
use them to get out of 
buildings and firemen could 
use them to get up to the 
fire,” Shipps said. 
He said the suggestion 
didn’t go very far because, 
‘You have to file legislation 
and there’s always so much 


effort to that — so much 
resistance to new ideas.” 
But he still believes in the 
idea. He cited U.S. Labor

showing there were 7 6 work 
days lost in 1974 because of 
injuries per 
IOO fulltime 
employes 
in 
building 
maintenance work — which 
includes window washing 
He compares that with the 
1974 national average for all 
occupations — ranging from 
bank teller to construction 
worker — of 10.44 work days 
lost per IOO employes 
“ We 
look 
at 
every 
mechanical window washing 
platform 
about 
once 
a 
month,” Shipps said. Every 
building over 200 feet tall 
with herm etically sealed 
windows is required to have 
mechanized window wash­ 
ing platforms. 
The platform is suspended 
by cables and rides down the 
side of the building on small 
tracks embedded in the sides 
of the building, much like a 
vertical railroad track. 
One such platform is in­ 


stalled on top of the John 
Hancock Building in Boston 
The Hancock platform — 
like most current models — 
is enclosed with safety rails 
on four sides. When it begins 
to descend the side of the 
building, it locks into tracks 
to prevent it from swaying in 
the wind. 
The Hancock building has 
10,344 windows made of 13*2 
acres of glass. When one side 
of the Hancock Tower is 
washed, the platform is 
lifted up onto the roof where 
the entire mechanism then 
shifts around on a 928-foot 
length of track and is then 
lowered into tracks 
on 
another side of the tower. 
“ I’ve had people working 
on building m aintenance 
who asked to be taken off the 
rig and given a job inside,” 
said Joe 
Musil 
of the 
Prudential Tower window 
cleaning crew. 
“ I guess it’s fear of 
heights,” he said. “ I don’t 
feel it myself,

Has 
your 
child 
gone 
through a physical checkup 
without taking off his shoes 
and socks? Then he (or she) 
hasn’t had a complete physi­ 
cal. 
Our feet are so far from our 
heads their importance can 
easily slip our minds. Unde­ 
tected, 
uncorrected 
foot 
problems can hobble chil­ 
dren’s social development as 
well as throwing their bodies 
off balance. 
Foot specialist Elizabeth 
Roberts, D.P.M., says, “The 
child whose feet won’t meet 
the tests of his playmates of­ 
ten becomes die teen-ager 
who is shy and hesitant to 
compete or to join in the fun.” 
To find children’s foot 
problems, parents even more 
than the doctor must make it 
a point to stay on their toes. 
They have a chance to watch 
how their youngster functions 
in 
day-to-day 
activities, 
something the doctor doesn’t 


see. 
What’s more, babies and 
children often can’t or won’t 
tell you when feet are bother­ 
ing them. Dr. Roberts notes 
in her book “On Your Feet” 
that a child may assume this 
“...is the way he’s supposed 
to feel.” And little feet are 
still flexible enough to be 
forced into shoes and socks 
that are too small and can 
therefore cause problems. 
But a child’s feet can talk 
for him if you learn their lan­ 
guage. Possible signs of trou­ 
ble include unusual clumsi­ 
ness, 
abnorm al 
gait, 
a 
tendency for your youngster 
to trip himself or drag his 
feet, outward or inward toe­ 
ing, bowlegs, knock-knees, a 
continuing limp, walking on 
tiptoes, or a small growth 
(such as a callus or corn). 
Repeated night cramps may 
mean legs are overtired from 
functioning improperly all 
day. 


When a normally active 
child suddenly becomes no­ 
ticeably 
less 
so, 
walks 
gingerly or takes every op­ 
portunity to get off his feet, 
it’s also possible foot prob­ 
lems may be at the bottom of 
such behavior. 
If your child has a foot spe­ 
cialist, report such signs for 
any necessary professional 
evaluation. Otherwise dis­ 
cuss them with your child’s 
pediatrician so he can refer 
you to an orthopedist or doc­ 
tor of podiatric medicine if 
there’s cause for concern. If 
any close relative suffered 
from foot problems, say so. 
E arly detection of foot 
trouble improves the chances 
of correction.

The law holds you responsi­ 
ble for willful and intentional 
damage which your minor 
child inflicts on another’s 
property. But there are limits 
to your liability. 


Q. Our son, age IO, started 
our neighbor’s 
car 
and 
caused it to crash into a wall 
and cross a street, where it 
hit another car. Luckily, the 
boy was only slightly injured. 
But the damage totaled 
$1,800. We can’t afford to pay 
any of it, but we offered to get 
a loan and pay a part of it to 
the two car owners. Our 
neighbor agreed, but the 
other man insists we pay him 
for the entire $1,300 damage 
to his car. 
Do we have to pay all of it? 
We live in New Mexico. 
A. Under the parental re­ 
sponsibility law of New Mexi­ 
co (NM Stat. Sec. 13-14-44), 
parents having custody of a 
minor (under 18) who mali­ 
ciously or willfully destroys 
another’s property are liable. 
But the recovery is limited to 
actual damages, not to ex­ 
ceed $1,000. 
Proof must be offered that 
the minor did the damage in­ 
tentionally and willfully.

Q. While I was putting on 
the practice green of a city- 
owned California golf course, 
someone stole my golf bag, 
clubs and the jewelry which I 
had in the bag. My insurance 
may cover the golf equip­ 
ment, but not my wedding 
ring and another ring with 
seven diamonds. Can I hold 
the golf course liable for my 
loss? 
A. Your problem involves 
the law of bailments. 
It 
means the delivery of person­ 
al property by a bailor (you) 
to a bailee (the golf course at­ 
tendant) in trust for a specific 
purpose: safekeeping. This is 
a contract, expressed or im­ 
plied, that the trust shall be 
faithfully executed and the 
property returned (Am. J ut. 
2d Ref. Bailments, Sec. 1- 
119). 
You do not state whether 
you had delivered the golf 
bag to the attendant for safe­ 
keeping. If not, your action to 
recover your property is 
against the thieves, pawn­ 
shops or others who possess 
the property without legal 
ownership.

Q. My husband and I need 
help. Even our boy, 5, and 
girl, 4, appear disturbed over 
our loud quarrels. Before I 
file for divorce, isn’t there 
some agency we can go to for 
advice? We live in Phoenix. 
A. Arizona law (ARS Sec. 
25-381.09) affords such help 
by the Conciliation Court, 
which is in the Superior Court 
building in Phoenix. Either or 
both parties, without outside 
help, may apply for concili­ 
ation. The object of such an 


application is to preserve the 
marriage.

Q. My husband and I 
agreed that we will give each 
of our two children $3,000 
each year for some years to 
come. If I agree to these gifts, 
wouldn’t that be considered a 
$6,000 annual gift to each 
child? We plan to make the 
gifts from our community 
property. 


A. Yes. The Tax Reform 
Law of 1976, in its application 
to 1977 and thereafter, did not 
change that part of the Estate 
and Gift federal tax (Fed. 
Code, Sec. 2035(b) (2)).

Buying Schoolwear

Half a C-note doesn’t go very far 
these days in outfitting a daughter for 
the new school year. 
We asked a nationwide chain of 
variety stores to select $50 worth of 
school clothing for a pre-teen girl. 
( They showed us two outfits: jeans 
with a shirt, pullover sweater and 
nylon ski jacket and a two-piece skirt 
set with a tie-belt, shawl-collared coat 
sweater and regular length, belted, 
hooded coat. Total cost: $53.97. Plus 
tax if your community and-or state 
levy sales taxes. 
Actually, all represent good value 
The skirt set, sweater and coat were 
in bone with brown tones. But the 
same outfit is also available in blue 
and could be mixed or matched with 
the jeans outfit. 
Taken individually, the most ex­ 
pensive single items are the jacket at 
$19.99 and the coat, $31.99. The blue 
tattersall checked shirt is less than 
$5.50, the blue shetland pullover is 
$6.99 and the coat sweater, $9.99. The 
jeans of sturdy polyester and cotton 
navy denim are $9.44, and the bone 
and brown two-piece skirt set is $11.99. 
If you put a price on your time, you’d 
be hard put to match those tags in 
made-athome duplicates. 
The styles, as usual, follow the 
fashion message of the adult world: 
the military look for sporty clothes, 
the bulky look for sweaters and coats, 
and hoods on both the coat and jacket. 
As for spring, Kathleen Walker has 
a message from her IO nieces: 
“ They’re predicing a 
terrific 
comeback of skirts and blouses.’’ 
It’s already here in women’s wear. 
Miss Walker is senior assistant 
buyer for girls’ wear for the F.W. 
Woolworth Co. 
She expects to get more trend ideas 
for spring when the com pany’s 
merchandise managers meet in New 
York City next month. 
“They come from all over the 
country. 
They can

One was bone 
polyester with dyed-to-match lace 
trim and navy velvet ribbon sash and 
the other, navy and white challis 
prints with self-sash. So far they are 
expected to be available in 48 of the 
company’s 200 stores throughout the 
United States. Each is $11.99, 
Among older girls, traditional kilts 
are expected to be as popular as with 
their mothers and older sisters. 


In its August issue, “Seventeen 
Magazine” predicts kilts will be worn 
with six entirely different tops, in­ 
cluding a dressy, ruffled, high- 
collared white blouse and dark cotton 
velveteen blazer accessorized with a 
ribbon choker, opaque tights, bow- 
topped patent leather pumps and a 
leather pouch;

Cafeterias to Offer 
Multi-Culture Menus

HOUSTON (UPI) — Some schools 
across the United States plan to ex­ 
periment this year with multi-cultural 
or 
ethnic 
m enus 
to 
spice 
up 
traditionally dreary cafeteria fare. 
The project is a joint effort of the 
association, the U.S. Department of 
A griculture 
and 
various 
sta te 
education 
dep artm en ts, 
says 
Josephine 
M artin 
of 
A tlanta, 
president of the American School 
Food Service Association. 
“ We believe the school food service 
program provides an opportunity for 
children to learn to eat, and to eat a 
variety of food,” Ms. Martin said in an 
interview at the association’s annual 
meeting here. 
The association thinks adoption of 
the program will not only add variety 
but will also help reduce waste and 
ultimately serve to educate parents as 
well. 
“ A child has to learn to eat, just like 
he has to learn to read. It is not 
something he is born with,” she said. 
Ms. Martin said schools across the 
nation are taking a long look at their 
food service program s, with the idea 
of attracting more students to the 
cafeterias and with better results, 
particularly in m ultiracial areas. 
“ In every community there is a 
cultural mix of students. People learn 
to eat at home. People do not learn to 
eat in restaurants. 
“ Because of this cultural mix, there 
would be some children who would 
never have the foods of their culture.” 
she said. 
“ We would like to think the young 
people will learn to appreciate the 
foods of different cultures, not just 
eating and enjoying the food, but also 
learning the history of the cultures 
“We are also concerned about food 
waste. It is a culture problem. Our 
society is a throwaway society. Our 
culture is disposed to disposing of 
things There is a trend now across the 


nation to offer choice within the 
framework of the school m eal.” 
The program will also attem pt to tie 
the cafeteria program in with social 
studies program s, teaching rituals 
are associated with food. 
“One of the concepts that we try to 
teach is that all foods are health foods. 
An apple is a health food Milk is a 
health food. There is a nationwide 
interest 
in 
substituting 
nutritious 
snacks for those which just supply 
calories ... those things found in 
vending m achines.” 
Ms. M artin is school food services 
a d m in istra to r 
for 
the 
G eorgia 
Departm ent of Education. She said 
most schools will prepare m eals from 
scratch on site. Some commercial 
products will be used when fresh 
ingredients are not available 
“ In September, we will have a 
Mexican food program In most in­ 
stances, the school will buy the taco 
but will prepare the filling. There are 
certain convenience foods We haven't 
learned the fine art of making tacos,” 
she said. 
“ When fresh fruits are available at 
a price the schools can afford, we will 
use them. But sometimes we use a 
combination of the fresh and canned 
fruits.” 
Another goal of the program is to 
make nutritious food more attractive 
to reduce the craving for junk food, 
the result of which is shown in weight 
problems. 
“Ten to 29 per cent of American 
school children are said to be obese. 
We believe the total daily dietary 
should be almost like a budget, this 
much protein, this amount of car­ 
bohydrates and this amount of fats. 
We look at this, and we know the 
vitamins and minerals we need every 
day. 


Selection of foods will also stim ulate 
the children to eat, she said.

Americans are becoming more calorie conscious every 
day. This is good since medical authorities claim that 
obesity is a leading cause of heart disease. 
Food m anufacturers and processors are preparing mere 
low-calorie foods, and you will notice that many are listing 
the number of calories per serving on their labels. Most 
breakfast cereals and many 
canned foods now list the 
calories per serving 
Some food processors are taking advantage of public 
ignorance by advertising their products as low-calorie when 
there is really no standard established for a low-calorie food. 
This has brought the Food and Drug Administration into 
the picture. New rules are being prepared as to what foods 
can claim to be low calorie in their advertising. 
The new rules are not required until July I, 1979, however 
food processors can begin their use anytime before this date. 
Some foods are naturally low in calories while others are 
processed to lower their calorie content. 
Foods naturally low in calories,such as cucumbers, could 
use such statem ents on their package as “cucumbers, a low- 
calorie food.” 
When a food has been processed to change the calorie 
content, the label must state that it is different in that the 
number of calories has been lowered from other sim ilar 
foods. 
No food item can be advertised as a “ reduced calorie 
food” unless it has been reduced at least one-third in calories 
and the reduction amounts to at least 25 calories per serving. 
Remember that in the area of nutrition information, 
complete protection of the consumer through law en­ 
forcement is not possible. You m ust assume some respon­ 
sibility for learning facts about nutrition so better choices 
can be made in selecting foods.

To help retain moisture, 
roast it with strips of bacon 
or in a covered roaster or 
slow cooker—or m arinate in 
vinegar oil before cooking. 
Wild duck is great bar­ 
becued, too, or rolled in flour 
and browned by frying, then 
smothered with gravy and 
baked. 
WILD TURKEY 
Males average 14 pounds, 
females 8. For roasting wild 
turkey, allow % to I cup 
stuffing per pound of ready- 
to-cook meat.

SAFEWAY 
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Retains Own Identity 
Sister Shuns Fishbowl

Gloria 
C arter 
Spann 
laughs when she says, “ I'm 
the Spann in the Carter 
family.” But long before 
Jim m y’s election to the 
Presidency, his eldest sister 
had made her decision to 
retain her individuality 
“There comes a time when 
you have to choose which 
direction you’re going to 
take and since I did know 
that Jimmy was going to be 
president I had to decide 
whether I would specialize in 
being the President’s sister 
or 
w hether 
I 
would 
specialize in being Walter 
Spann’s wife. Well, that 
wasn’t even a decision for 
me. I knew exactly what I 
wanted to do.” 
The 
50-year-old 
Mrs. 
Spann, whose husband is a 
sem iretired 
farm er 
in 
Plains, Ga., was in New 
York for the first time since 
1961 to prom ote “ Away 
From Home: Letters to My 
Family (Simon and Schus­ 
ter), a collection of letters 
from her mother which she 
has compiled detailing Miss 
Lillian’s struggles and ac­ 
complishments during her 
two years as a Peace Corps 
volunteer in India. 
Looking pretty in a bright 
yellow dress, Mrs. Spann 
recalled in “my first in­ 
terview outside of Georgia” 
her visit to New York 16 
years ago. “The only thing I 
did then was stand out on the 
sidewalk waiting 
for a 
celebrity to go by to get their 
autograph.” 
Now a celebrity in her own 
right, she still insists, “ I’m a 
housewife. I’m just like all 
the other American women 
of my age. I’m a typical 
American woman and I do 
the things that everybody 
else does, 
“Of course I support my 
brother,” she said, but I 
“keep my life out of the 
presidential, political fish­ 
bowl. 
“ I’m going to be very 
frank with you and tell you 
that the press put us together 
as such a close knit family, 
and we are close, but Jim ­ 
my’s been married for 32 
years and has his own 
family, 
and 
I’ve 
been 
married for years and years 
and have my own family. 
Ruth 
(Evangelist 
Ruth 
Carter Stapleton) has been 
in North Carolina for nearly 
30 years, 
and 
Billie, of 
course, has six children in 
his own family. And all of a 
sudden we found ourselves 
lumped as little children, 
when we’ve been on our 
separate paths all these 
years.” 
Her voice softens when she 
speaks of her mother whom 
she feels “is the one peg that 
we revolve around. I think 
mother is the glue that holds 
us together.” 
She credits Miss Lillian 
with her brother 
Billie’s 
sense of humor, her zest for 
life, Ruth’s get-up-and-go 
and Jimmy’s determination. 
Miss Lillian always said, 
according to Gloria, “ I want 
you to be an individual and I 
want you to reach for 
anything you want; you can 
do it.” 


“And,” Gloria said, ‘‘so 
did daddy 
Daddy always 
taught us that there was 
nothin' that we couldn't do as 
long as we studied and made 
good marks and tried to do it 
and not to give up.” 
About 
IO 
years 
ago, 
Gloria’s 
stick-to-itiveness 
was put to the test. It was 
then that she told her 
husband if he would buy her 
*a m otorcycle she would 
learn to ride it. "Terrified 
That’s not the word for it, but 
I did learn to ride and I had 
never been on a motorcycle, 
even to ride with somebody, 
and here I was an old 
lady...” 
It was som ething her 
husband had always wanted 
to do and she had decided 
that 
they 
had 
worked 
together all their lives and it 
was time “for us to learn to 
play and relax and enjoy 
each other.” 
“Now I ride with the men 
I have three, my husband 
has two (motorcycles). We 
are what we call road riders. 
That means we ride on the 
highway.” 
Do they have CBs on their 
bikes? “ No, we don’t... I call 
it my quiet time. We stop 
every hundred miles and we 
have so much to say to each 
other 
and 
even 
now, 
sometimes ifs ridiculous, 
my husband and I will sit up 
at home until 3 or 4 o’clock in 
the morning talking. 
We 


have never run out of con­ 
versation.” 
When Miss Lillian was in 
India, Gloria wrote to her 
every day “ I was so proud 
of my mother that I didn’t 
know what to do. Worried 
about her? No, I was a little 
bit jealous if you want to 
know the truth.” 
She 
attributes 
her 
mother’s decision to get “as 
far away as she could get 
from home” to an impulse 
“Where are you going to get 
a job when you’re 67 years 
old ... and you don’t want to 
be particularly hired out? ... 
she volunteered to do every­ 
thing else ... and still there 
was no fulfillment. It was 
only when 
I 
went 
back 
through the letters after a 10- 
year period ... that I saw 
really how the hardship 
evolved,” referring to her 


m o th ers 
hunger 
and 
exhaustion working as a 
nurse in a clinic in Godrej 
Colony near Bombay. 


Speaking with obvious 
emotion. Mrs Spann said, “ I 
don’t even consider it a book. 
I consider it my mother 
between two covers I came 
to know her as a person in 
compiling the book, and I 
talked to Ruth the other day 
and she said, ‘Never in my 
life have I loved mother in 
this way, as a person’.” 


Wiping at her eyes, Gloria 
said, “ I ve read the book 14 
times and I still cry.” Then, 
laughing through her tears, 
she reminisced about the 
many friends her mother 
had made while in India. In 
India, she said, “ It’s Miss 
Lillie's son is president of the 
United States. 


“I just wish that she was 
able to come on this tour 
with me. It would mean so 
much to me to have her, but 
it would just be too much 
(Miss Lillian celebrated her 
79th birthday on Aug. 15).” 


Mrs. Spann, who has never 
been outside the country, is 
on a nationwide tour to 
promote her book. Joking 
with the UPI photographer 
about double chins as she 
posed for pictures — “the 
terrible thing is I look like 
I’m 50 years old and 145 


pounds” — she sighed, 
“When I go home, you know 
what I’m goin’ do? I’m goin’ 
right back down there on the 
farm, put on my blue jeans, 
play with my dogs and keep 
my house as a haven for 
anybody who wants to relax 
and rest.” 


Frequent Weight Changes 
Can Be Harmful to Health 


People who move rapidly 
up and down the weight 
ladder are inviting serious 
health hazards en route, a 
prom inent 
n u tritio n ist 
warned today. 
This strong note of caution 
against falling prey to the so 
called “yo-yo syndrome”— 
where people lose weight 
quickly and then regain it 
alm ost 
as 
rapidly—was 
sounded by Dr. William H. 
Sebrell, Medical Director of 
Weight 
W atchers 
Inter­ 
national, Inc., and former 
Director of the National 
Institutes of Health. 
Dr. Sebrell’s comments, 
reported here by Leslie 
Siegel, 
Area 
Director of 
Weight W atchers in the 
greater Dallas and East 
Texas areas, were made in 
light of the recent “diets” 
that have arrived on the 
scene. 
“Ifs not that difficult to 
lose weight quickly through 
semi-starvation or through 
any number of quick weight 
loss diets,” said Dr. Sebrell. 
“ But what the dieters 
frequently find is that not too 
long after they have dropped 
that excess weight, the 
pounds will creep back— 
slowly but surely, until they 
find that the supreme effort 


to lose weight has met with 
ultimate failure,” he said. 
The missing, yet vital, 
elem ent in these quick 
weight 
loss 
diets 
is 
education,” said Dr. Sebrell, 
who also is former Director 
of the Institute of Human 
Nutrition 
at 
Columbia 
U niversity’s 
College 
of 
Physicians and Surgeons. 
He explained that the 
individual who wants to 
achieve a svelte figure 
alm ost overnight, “ may 
display the willpower to 
realize his goal, but he 
usually does nothing about 
reeducating his eating habits 
so that he will keep that 
weight off.” 
“ It’s essential to recognize 
that the person who loses 
pounds quickly does not lose 
his craving for fattening 
foods at the same time. A 
sweet tooth, for example, 
doesn’t go sour because 
someone is shedding weight 
at breakneck speed.” 
“ The person who has 
always consumed food in 
great abundance (usually 
the cause of the weight 
problem in the first place) 
will, in all likelihood, find 
himself again eating to 
excess after he has lost a 
considerable amount 
of 


weight. 
“ For long-term weight 
loss, it is imperative to have 
both a nutritionally sound 
food 
program , 
and 
an 
equally important behavior 
oriented eating management 
program. 
From a medical stand­ 
point, Dr. Sebrell made the 
following observations about 
quick weight loss diets: 
Some of the adverse ef­ 
fects that have already been 
observed 
or 
that 
may 
require stopping a quick 
weight 
loss 
diet, 
sup­ 
plem entation, or m edical 
treatment, are changes in 
liver and kidney function, 
low blood pressure, anemia, 
v i t a m i n 
d e f i c i e n c i e s , 
diarrhea, or constipation, 
and 
changes 
in 
blood 
chemistry. 
These 
diets 
can 
be 
hazardous to infindividuals 
who have heart disease, 
kidney disease or diabetes. 
For a 
person to self- 
medicate and self-prescribe, 
is extremely dangerous. 
Dr. Sebrell added: “There 
are 
some 
m em bers 
of 
society who are so desperate 
in their search to control 
obesity, that they will self­ 
prescribe and medicate. But 
there is no panacea.” 
Identification of Allergy Causants 
Like Search for Mystery Clues 


Allergic reaction to specific 
foods is suffered by many 
people who are in constant 
search of relief. 
The identification of the 
problem-causing item re ­ 
sembles the search for clues 
in a detective mystery. The 
allergen can be hidden in 
many different foods and in­ 
gested by its unsuspecting 
victims without realizing it. 
There are diagnostic tests 
that will show immediate 
positive reactions. One of 
these is the skin blotch. Some 
foods will always produce a 
positive result with this 
method. 
Blatant reactions to skin 
testing usually include such 
foods as eggs, seafoods, fish 
and nuts. Fruits and vege­ 
tables are less apt to show a 
skin test reaction even though 
they are known allergens. 
This m akes identification 
more difficult and the means 
to it often include trial and 
error. 
It is now known that foods 
and food additives, such as 


certain preservatives and 
dyes used by food manufac­ 
turers, can produce the same 
sym ptoms as inhaled al­ 
lergens. 
Asthma, bronchitis, rhinitis 
and sinusitis can be brought 
on by offending foods. Many 
years ago these allergic 
symptoms were thought to be 
limited only to inhaled dust or 
pollen, while food allergies 
were responsible for diar­ 
rhea, hives, intestinal cramp­ 
ing and eczema. 
Identifying the offending 
foods is not always easy. One 
method of identification is the 
elimination of all foods ex­ 
cept for one, such as beef, for 
seven days taking water as 
the only liquid. If all symp­ 
toms of allergy subside dur­ 
ing this time, new foods can 
be added every three days. If 
symptoms persist while tak­ 
ing only the beef, it is re­ 
placed by another food such 
as veal, lamb or milk. 
This method of dietary 
elimination is sometimes too 


hard for people to follow and, 
in this case, whole groups of 
foods are eliminated at one 
time, such as all dairy prod­ 
ucts, or all fruit, or all 
cereals, while the rest of the 
diet remains as usual. If 
symptoms subside during the 
elimination of a group of food, 
one food from this group is 
added every three days until 
the offending food is identi­ 
fied. 
One of the most common 
food allergies, known for 
many years to cause mi­ 
graine headaches, is choco­ 
late. It may show up in 
many different forms in the 
diet and in unsuspected ways, 
but always causing an al­ 
lergic reaction. For example, 
cola-flavored soft drinks 
usually are made from choc­ 
olate derivatives that can 
cause migraine attacks in 
some allergic people. 
In most cases, avoidance of 
known food allergens has 
proved to be the best method 
of controlling allergies.

The two parties settled the 
m atter out of court, with the 
company agreeing to send 
an equal number of mothers 
a corrective letter to be 
included in a promotional 
package it mails out.

will not get the new one since 
their children by now will 
have passed the infant food 
age. 
The company also agreed 
not to say in its advertising

In the interest of shedding 
light on the question, here 
are the salient parts of the 
BeechNut letter: 
“Dear Mother: 
“ It appears that a letter 
we sent out about a year ago 
may have generated some 
confusion as to our views 
regarding homemade baby 
foods. We’re sorry if we 
confused you. Beech-Nut 
believes that 
baby foods 
prepared by a parent in the 
home are completely ac­ 
ceptable as long as the 
parent exercises reasonable 
care 
in

preparation and storage of 
such foods. 
“That’s why we suggest 
that parents should avoid 
feeding very young or sick 
infants spinach, carrots and 
perhaps beets because these 
vegetbles have a high nitrate 
content.

themoglobinemia which is 
related to nitrate content of 
foods. 
“Although this disease is 
extrem ely rare, and mainly 
a problem for infants not old 
enough for solid foods, we 
are sure parents will agree 
that it’s best to avoid a

potential problem no m atter 
how small, statistically, the 
chances of contracting the 
disease might be... 
“Although babies may be 
more sensitive to bacteria 
than adults, the chances of 
food poisoning are remote if 
reasonable care is used in 
preparing and storing baby 
food. After all there are 
bacteria in the air and on 
virtually all feeding utensils, 
but they are generally not 
disease producing... 
“Parents who make baby 
foods at home can minimize 
the risk of bacterial con­ 
tam ination if they have 
clean hands, use clean, 
freshly washed utensils and 
cook food thoroughly. 
Of 
course, care should be taken 
with regard to the storage of 
baby foods, whether com­ 
m ercial or home prepared... 
“ May we suggest that, in 
preparing meals for your 
baby or yourself, you use 
raw foods that are fresh and 
cook them in the sm allest 
possible amount of water. 
Also, any food that is not 
im m ediately 
consum ed 
should be frozen in air-tight 
containers and the storage 
time for such foods should be 
kept at a m inim um ...”
